of T.ondon, England. 

Former Governor Walker is a mem- 
ber of the Jaw firm of Walker & Kil- 
bride, of Monroe, Ga. He maintains 
an office here in the Healey building. 
Hie served as attorney general from 
1917 to 1921 and as governor from 
1923 to 1927. At the conelnsion of 
his second term as governor he re- 
sumed the practice of jaw. 

Newton wes a native of Manches- 
ter, England. and was working as a 
reporter on the Manchester Guardian 
when the war broke out in 1914.

Mayor-elect Hartsfield was voted 
unprecedented administrative power 
yesterday afternoon by city council. 
Council also unanimously requested 
Fulton county to take over full ex- 
pense and operation of Grady hospital 
and all charity beginning ‘in 1937, 

Adoption of the ordinance granting 
the new mayor the power to designate 
the number of members on 13 of 
council’s 18 committees and to serve 
as ex-officio member. of all, was voted 
with only Councilman J. Allen Couch, 
chairman of the ordinance committee, 
dissenting. Couch’s substitute, giving 
council the right to designate’ the 
number and allowing Hartsfield to 
serve on only two committees was 
voted 
in favor. 

A vote of confidence to Fire Chief 
O. J. Parker and the fire department 
was given by council after Couch and 
Councilman J. Frank Beck attacked 
the report of the board of firemasters 
whieh probed the Cable Piano Com- 
pany building fire. 

Beck called the report a “white- 
wash” and Couch blamed Chief Par- 
ker for not ordering aerial trucks to 
answer first alarms. 

A dozen or more councilmen de- 
fended the chief emphatically. Mayor 
Key said there was no “blame for the 
chief” but that the fault Jay in not 
preventing the fire in the first place.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—(P)—A 
senate investigating committee heard 
a story today of how a fruit jar 
manufacturer from Muncie,  Ind., 
bought control of the $3,000,000,000 
Van Sweringen railroad and indus- 
trial enterprises for $274,682. 

George A. Ball, a slight, bald man 
with a fringe of white hair, testified 
that when he purchased securities of 
the Alleghany Corporation, holding 
company for the vast Van Sweringen 
empire, he acquired a controlling in- 
terest in 23,000 miles of railroad 
lines, and a variety of other businesses 
ranging from coal mines to a peach 
orchard. 

Held 67 Per Cent. 

Besides the Alleghany shares, Ball 
also bought other Van  Sweringen 
holdings, with the result that he ac- 
quired, in all, a 67 per cent interest 
in the Van Sweringen’ enterprises. 
The purchases were made at public 
auction in September, 1935. 

Under questioning by Senator 
Wheeler, Democrat, Montana, chair- 
man, and Max Lowenthal, counsel for 
the senate committee, Hall ‘asserted 
he did not know the nature of many 
of the enterprises he had bought.

LONDON, Dec. 8.—(Tuesday)— 
King Edward's determination to wed 
Wallis Warfield Simpson remained 
unshaken early today, intimates 
said, despite the American-born 
divorcee’s public offer to give up 
the monarch to save his throne. 

Although the public renunciation 
of her claim to Edward’s love 
roused a wave of popular sympathy, 
friends of both said the crisis of 
Britain’s far-flung empire was no 
nearer than ever to solution. 

The monarch, in the privacy of 
the Fort Belvedere lodge, seized 
upon the additional time won from 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin to 
strive for some course of action 
that would satisfy both his love and 
his duty to the throne of his fathers. 

Even before the King’s favorite 
issued her statement 
offering .to sacrifice her. love to 
Edward’s empire, all England knew 
from Baldwin's speech that the King 
was resolved to marry her, without,

CANNES, France, Dec. 7.—(APY 
(By Trans-Atlantic Telephone)— 
In-a dramatic gesture of sacrifice, 
dark-eyed Wallis Warfield Simpson 
tonight volunteered to give up her 
love for King Edward VIII so that 
he may retain his throne. 

The official statement, offering 
an immediate solution to Britain's 
grave constitutional crisis, was 
signed by Mrs. Simpson herself and 
given out after the one-time Balti- 
more belle had talked several times 
by trans-channel telephone to King 
Edward. 

It was read by Lord Brownlow, 
gentleman-in-waiting to the King, to 
an international coterie of newspa- 
per reporters summoned to the Ma- 
jestic hotel, in Cannes. 

With repeated emphasis that the 
statement was signed by Mrs. Simp- 
son, Brownlow cleared his throat and 
adjusted his horn-rimmed epectacies as 
he made known Mrs. Simpson's deci- 
sion. 

Unhappy and Untenable. 

“The following is an official state 
ment by Mrs. Simpson,” he said, by 
way of prelude. Then he read the 
signed paper: 

“Mrs. Simpson, throughout the last 


| few weeks, has invariably wished to 


avoid any action or proposal which 
might hurt or agamage his majesty or 
the throne. 

“Today her attitude is unchanged, 
and she is willing, if such uction will 
solve the problem, to withdraw forth- 
with from a situation that has become 
both unhappy and untenable.” 

Lord Brownlow also declared: “Mrs. 
Simpson has given no interview of 
any kind nor ary statements to the 
press whatsoever other than that [ 
have just made on her behalf.”

TROTZKY 1S WARNED 
T0 FIND NEW HOME 


Exiled Russian Bolshevik 
Expected To Move From 
Norway to Mexico. 


OSLO, Norway, Dec. 7.—()—Pre- 
mier Johan Nygaardsvold indicated 
tonight Leon Trotsky, offered a haven 
in Mexico, would be ousted from Nor- 
way if he does not leave on his own 
will when his permit to stay expires 
December 18. 

The government has decided, Ny- 
gaardsvold said, “not to prolong” the 
previously renewed -permit under 
which the exiled Russian Bolshevik 
Jeader has lived in Norway since June 
18, 1935. ,. 

Trotzky’s lawyer said he believed 
the former co-leader of Soviet Russia 
—who split with Nikolai Lenin and 
was banished from the U. S: S. R.— 
would send a formal! request for per- 
mission to live in Mexico when be was 
sure there would be “no foul play.” 

“He must have guarantees that his 
enemies are not secretly bind the 
arrangement,” the attorney aid. 

Statement Not Keceived. 

The foreign affairs department de- 
clared it had not yet received official- 
ly Mexican Foreign ‘secretary Edou- 
ardo Hay’s statement that Trotzky 
had been given permission to come to 
Mexico and “remain as long as he de- 
sires.” 

The Norwegian government, it was 
explained, has no diplomatic repre- 
sentation in Mexico and word prob- 
ably would come through the charge 
d'affaires at Panama. 

Trotzky’s lawyer asserted the Nor- 
wegian government warned his client 
last week he should try to gain ad- 
mission to some other country. 
ot Very Well. 

The chief of the alien office re- 
marked: 

“We may now get rid of him 
whether he wants to remain or not. 
He has not been very well lately. I 
do not know what ails him, but it is 
not tuberculosis: probably it is an 
old tropical ailment with fever. It is 
not so grave as to heep him from trav- 
eling.” 

The exiled Boisnevik was closely 
guarded in his villa at Storsand and 
even close friends were not permitted 
to see him. He has been called to testi- 
fy Thursday against Nazis accused of 
robbing his former home at Hoenfos 
last August. 

(Hays statement in Mexico City 
last night said that Trotzky hac asked 
permission to live in Mexico and that 
a permit would be given him “as soon 
as the formal petition is presented.” 

(Diego Rivera, Mexican muralist 
and Cemmunist leader, was asserted 
authoritatively to have urged Mexican 
President Lazaro Cardenas to admit 
Troszkv.) 

(In Moscow. informed persons said 
the move might have far-reaching re- 
sults if Mexico should permit Trotzky 
to write and talk as he desires.)

Andrews 
filed the slander suit today. 

In a demurrer to Miss Crawford's 
$1,080,000 slander suit against the 
famous evangelist, Sister Afmee con- 
tended the charges concerning the re- 
marks attributed to her were vague 
as to time and place. 

Eade’s accusation was specific to 
the minute. Miss Crawford made the 
statement, he declared, on November 
S at liste a. mM 

“Sister Aimee has been telling false- 
hoods on the platform at Angelus 
Temple,’”’ Miss Crawford was quoted 
in the complaint. “I know because I 
have listened to her on the radio. 

“IT am going to take her radio li- 
cense away from her and if she sends 
me to the bronch churches to preach, 
|] will tell about Mr. Eade and how 
I went to his wife and prevented 
her from suing Si: +r Aimee for alien- 
ating the love and affection of Mr.

“He has been making love to Sister 
Aimee and I have the goods on him.” 

The statement, with others, Eade 
complained. was false and. malicious, 
defamed. disgraced and ridiculed him 
and made him the object to hatred, 
contempt and ridicule. 

Miss Crawford, when. notified of the 
suit, issued a long statement about 
her dispute with Mrs. McPherson con- 
cerning Angelus radio programs. 

Sister Aimee, she declared, had 
made misstatemenis on the radio 
about her handiing of money matters 
at the temple.

All. confer- 
ences go through this preliminary stage. Everyone reeks good will until 
they get down to business. 

What the delegates at this conference have in the backs of their 
heads is trade, as much as peace. This applies to the United States as 
well as the Latin-American nations. 

You will find the key to the conference in the fact that State Sec- 
retary Hull is not only our No. 1 peace-maker, but our No. 1 tariff- 
maker as well. He is a peace bargainer in name, but a trade bargainer 
in practice. 


BARTER Mr. Hull really is not depending as heavily as he indicated 

upon those points submitted at the start of the confer-

It was believed that the Duke of 
York, who would be next in line for 
Edward's throne should the present 
monarch step down from it, dined at 
Belvedere last night. 

A car, from outward appearances 
that of the Duke, left the snow-cov- 
ered refuge of his majesty at 1 a. m. 

Renewed activity at No. 10 Down- 

ing street earlier indicated’ the 
King's representatives again sought to 
thresh the whole matter out with 
Baldwin. Four men, in formal at- 
tire, went ‘into the historic building, 
while police dispersed a group of 
black-shirted singers of “God Save the 
King.” 
Adding to Edward's problems was 
the apparent strategy of Baldwin's 
supporters to clamp down a “gag 
rule’ to prevent the King’s champions 
from presenting his side of the case 
to parliament before it is too late. 

Baldwin's plan, some parliamen- 
tarians said, was not to inform the 
commons of what the King's decision 
was until Edward had already car- 
ried it out. 

In his speech to the house of com- 
mons Monday the Prime Minister de- 
clared the King was still determined 
to marry Mrs. Simpson, but let it be 
strongly inferred that the question of 
a “Queen Wallis” Had never’ been 
broached by either himself or Edward 
in their many discussions of the sit- 
uation. 

Baldwin's speech thus presented to 
the empire and the world these offi- 
cial stands in the struggle between 
the throne and love: , 

1. Edward's insistence on marrying 
Mrs. Simpson. 

2. Mrs. Simpson's readiness to sur- 
render her love to the crown. 

3. The government’s refusal to per- 
mit a morganatic union. 

4. Baldwin's assurance that the do- 
minions, after the King’s final deci- 
sion be made known, would have the 
opportunity to express their views. 

Despite anything Mrs. Simpson 
might do or say, Edward's intimates 
insisted the struggling sovereign never 
would allow their future happiness to 
he frustrated by the code Af Britain's 
kings. 

In their darkest hours, friends said, 
Mrs. Simpson repeatedly had beseech- 
ed the monarch to give her up to sare 
his. throne. 

Edward Still Defiant. 

Prideful of his deep and sincere af- 
fection, the monarch spurned all such 
tearful entreaties, they said, even com- 
ing as they did from the lips of the 
person he held closest to his heart. 

The King is determined to follow 
the dictates of his heart no matter 
what the world, his government, or 
his chosen one herself should urge 
him to do.

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King of England simply cannot have 
a couple of morganatic brothers-in- 
law hanging about the back door of 
the palace. He may not marry a wom- 
an whose previous adventures in con- 
nubial bliss have gone beyond the 
point held to be seemly by his people. 
He may not flout a jreduice that 
is as deep, if perhaps as irrational, 
as the sturdy English prejudices 
against steam heat, thin underwear 
and edible cooking. 

The cheers of the London mob need 
not detain us. Jt is made up in part 
of malicious persons, eager only to 
afflict the government,,and in part 
of mere idiots. Its opinion is not the 
sober and considered opinion of the 
British people. For good or for evil, 
the true Britons are opposed irrevo- 
cably to the innocent, artless polyga- 
mies of Hollywood and Long Island. 
And despite their natural human sym- 
pathy for a man fightin: desperately 
for his girl, they are also irrevocably 
in favor of playing every game ac- 
cording to its rules.

Minister Stanley Baldwin’s state- 
ment in the house of commons 
today concerning the constitu- 
tional crisis involving King Ed- 
ward and Mrs. Wallis Simpson fol- 
lows: 

“I am glad to have occasion to 
make a ffrther statement on the 
cabinet’s position. 


“In considering this whule matter | 


it has always been and remains the 
earnest desire of the government to 
cfford his majesty the fullest oppor- 
tunity of weighing the decision which 
involves so directly his own future 
happiness and the interests of all his 
subjects. 

“At the same time they cannot but 
be aware that any considerable pro- 
longation of the present state of 
suspense and uncertainty would in- 
volve the risk of gravest injury to 
the national and imperial interests— 
and indeed no one is more insistent 
upon this aspect of the situation 
than his majesty. 

“In view of certain statements 
which have been made about the re- 
lations .between the government and 
the King, I should add that with th: 
exception of the question of morgan- 
atic marriage, no advice has heen ten- 
dered by the go: -rnment to his majes- 
t- with whom all my corversations 
have been strictly p*rsonal and in- 
formal}. 

“These matters were not raised 
first by the government but by bis 
majesty himself in conversation with 
me some weeks :g0 when he first in- 
formed me of his intention to marry 
Mrs. Simpsou whenever she should be 
free, 

“The subject has therefore been 
for some time in the King’s mind and 
as soon a his majesty has arrived 
at the ¢onelsion as to the course 
he desires to tuke, he will no doubt 
communicate it to the government in 
this country ance the dominions. 

“It will then be for those govern- 
ments to decide what advice, if any, 
they would feel it their duty to ten- 
der him in the light of his conclusion. 

“I cannot conclude this statement 
without expressing—what the whole 
house feels—our deep, respectful 
sympathy with his majesty at this 
time.”

Books Are Closed on Of- 
fering of $700,000,000 in 
Bonds. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—-(#?)— 
After taking subscriptions only ope 
day, the treasury closed the books to- 
night on a $700.000,000 cash offering 
of 2 1-2 per cent 13-17 year bonds. 

Secretary Morgenthau reported the 
issue was more than four times over- 
subscribed. 

Proceeds will be used to put $300,- 
O),000 of new money in the treasury 
and retire $400,000.000 of bills ma-' 
turing December 15. 

In addition, the treasury made an 
exchange offering to holders of $786,- 
000,000 of notes maturing December 
15 and February 15. Holders of these 
notes may trade them either for the 
2 J-2 per cent bonds or for five-year 
1 1-4 per cent notes. Books on the 
exchange offering will be closed Wed- 
vesday night.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sunday.—I have been spending two peaceful days in 

the country so I have had time to read over some things which have been 
in my brief case these many weeks. Among them is an interesting letter 
ifrom a gentleman who has an interesting suggestion. 
He feels that in spite of the fact that we have a Department of Agri- 
‘culture with a Bureau of Home Economics, as well as research bureaus 
| that deal with questions affecting agricultural lite in many ways, the actual 
farm people are not represented in the national government in the same 
way that labor is represented. He claims that labor has become more 
articulate because it has had some one to whom it could go and tell its 
story. 

People living on farms do not perhaps have the same urge to talk 
about their problems, but if they had their opportunity, he feels it is 
not as great, for they have no designated individual to listen them. The 
| secretary of agricu'ture does this, but apparently my correspondent feels 
he has too many things to do and that there should be a special division 
with a head of its own, called perhaps, the Division on Rural Life. Its 
job would be to think of the farmer and his wife and children as human 
beings, and not as implements of agriculture. 

This is an interesting suggestion, and I think may start our agricul- 
tural organizations discussing, whether it would be of value to them or 
not. 

Another interesting thing: which | have been reading is an address 
made by a United States circuit judge, William Denman, at a meeting held 
in San Francisco in commemoration of Justice Brandeis’ eightieth birth- 
day. After sayng that he had heard of him first in Boston as a young 
and brilliant lawyer, and later was told in a warning manner that this 
young and brilliant lawyer would probably throw away his career be- 
cause the words ‘‘the public’ were appearing too frequently in his 
briefs, arguments and even his public addresses, he adds: 

“Undoubtedly my Boston adviser was right when he stated that 
Brandeis had abandoned his ambitions, it he ever had any, for personal 
economic power. But the price paid was no mess of pottage. What he 
would have regarded as a lesser part of the consideration was the fact 
that already he was recognized as Wilsoa’s probable appointee for any 
vacancy on the supreme court bench.” 

It has been my observation through many long years that frequently 
the man who thinks he is throwing away his career because he believes 
in something and acts on his belief, in the end makes his. career. Per- 
haps the most valuable lesson to youth in Justice Brandeis’ eightieth

His election assured one thing— 
agriculture will loom larger on the 
New Deal horizon during his period 
of office. Time has not ehriveled 
the hulk of the former Georgia foot- 
ball star. Before the war football 
players always said he loomed over 
their line like a tornado over Kansas. 
The country later crammed his bulk 
into an airplane and made a World 
War pilot out of him. 

Diversification in Richmond. 

After the war Richmond county 
farmers found the farm crop diversi- 
fication bug had infested the county 
when Bright took over the farm agent 
job.

The executive committee of the as- 
sociation will meet with AAA offi- 
cials early in the spring, he declared, 
to talk over all aspects of the farm 
program.

LABOR BOARD 10 HEAR 
U. §. STEEL CHARGES 


Union Declares Company 
Interferes With Workers’ 
Right To Organize. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—7)— 
John L. Lewis and his industrial un- 
ion allies exulted today as the Labor 
Relations Board accused the huge 
United . States Steel Corporation of 
interfering with its employes’ right 
to organize as the please. 

Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers, is leading a drive to 
bring all the workers in each mass 
production industry—including steel— 
into giant industrial unions. 

In response to complaints by his 
steel workers’ organization commit- 
tee and the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, the 
labor board assailed United States 
Steel’s present plan of employe rep- 
resentation. 

It also severely criticized the meth- 
od used in reaching a wagad agree- 
ment recently put into effect by. the 
Carnegie-Illinois Steel 
United States Steel's 
sidiary. 

That agreement provided a 10 per 
cent increase in wages, with a pro- 
vision that wages during the next year 
should fluctuate up or down, not to 
exceed 5 per cent, as the cost of living 
varied. 

The board said the Carnegie-Illinois 
Corporation insisted that employe rep- 
resentatives approve the wage agree- 
ment “without submission of its terms 
to the employes affected.” 

After asserting the company’s em- 
ploye representative plan had “many 
defects,” the board said: 

“No provision appears in it for 
collective meetings, and no opportu- 
nity for employes to cast votes on im- 
portant problems such as wage agree- 
ments, or the submission of disputes to 
arbitration. 

‘All expenses of the plan are borne 
by the company. Newly hired em- 
plores automatically become members 
of the plan, and the company does not 
advise them of the existen s in the 
plants of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers. 

“Employe representative elections 
under the plan are held on company 
property. The company perraits incum- 
bent employe representatives tn cam- 
paign for re-election during working 
hours and at company expense. 

“The complaint states that foremen 
and superintendents having hire-and- 
fire powers opéniy ascertain the 
names of employes who failed to vote 
in a plan election. 

“It is also stated that the bulletin 
boards are used to influence employes 
regarding wage proposals; likewise 
that the minates cf employe represent- 
ative meetings are edited so that the 
full proceedings are ~»t known to the 
general run of employes.”’ 

Both United States Steel and Car- 
negie-Illinois were notified the board 
would conduct a. hearing on the 
charges December 17. 


EFFORTS 10 SETTLE 
STRIKES GAIN HEADWAY 


McGrady Predicts ‘Break’ 
in 39-Day Old Maritime 
Walkout. —

Peace moves gained momentum in 
the nation’s major strike centers yes- 
terday. 

At San Francisco, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor Edward F. McGrady 
predicted a “break” in the 39-day mar- 
itime gtrike on the west coast. Coast- 
wise freight operators resumed nego- 
tiations with radio telegraphists and 
arranged to confer with the master, 
mates and pilots’ union. 

Developments tended to ease the 
situation in the Atlantic seaboard 
area, ‘The Marine Engineers Benefl- 
cial Association and the Masters, 
Mates and Pilots’ organization an- 
nounced at Washington withdrawal of 
their support of the etrike of rank 
and file sailors, The two unions, how- 
ever, decided to continue their own 
strikes. 

At New York nnion longshoremen 
unloaded the French liner Normandie 
after French dock workers resumed 
unloading American ships. 

Many of the 2,700 emplores walked 
out of the Sun Shipbuilding Yards 
at. Chester, Pa., in sympathy with 
striking seathen. 

Officials of the Libbey-Owens-Ford 
Glass Co. and the Federation of Fiat 
Glass Workers conferred at Toledo, 
Ohio, in an effort to settle the strike 
of 1,300 persons at the companys 
plant at Ottawa, Ill. Unionists at 
Ottawa were called to a meeting to 
“discuss the situation.” Fedreal and 
state labor conciliators planned a par- 
ley today at Pittsburgh with federa- 
tion spokesmen in an effort to end 
the strike of 6,000 Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass employes. 

Three hundred workers returned to 
their jobs at the Ccolerator Corpora- 
tion at Duluth, Minn., after their 
week-long strike had terminated in an 
agreement. 

At Los Angeles union officials said 
membérs of the “Big Four’ brother- 
hoods were apparently “voting over- 
whelmingly” in favor of a walkout 
of 3.000 Santa Fe employes if wage 
negotiations fail. Complete returns 
on the referéndum were expected 
Thursday.

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 7.—(4)— 
The European armament race weighed 
down hope tonight of approval of an 
American: arms limitation. agreement 
at the inter-American peace confer- 
ence. 

A Chilean proposal to confine arma- 
ments of the 21 American republics 
to bare necessities of defense encoun- 
tered a fiery attack from General Jose 
Maria Moncada, of Nicaragua, who 
declared it was dangerous—‘with Eu- 
rope armed to the _ teeth—indeed, 
armed to the very eyes.” 

The United States and Argentina 
were understood also to oppose the 
plan:on the ground that arms limi- 
tation could be effective only on a 
world-wide scale. 

The resolution came up at a ses- 
sion of the arms limitation commit- 
tee and observers believed it might 
never get beyond that group. A full 
session of the conference was not ex- 
pected until next week.
